


Surface Preparation 

Provide a clean, sound surface for 
best results. Remove dirt, grease, soot, 
loose wallpaper or paint. Fill small 
holes or cracks with Tcxolitc Spack- 
ling Putty. To equalize surface suction 
use Texolite Primer. When Texolitc 
Deep Colors or deep tones such as 
Palm Green, Wedgwood Blue or 
Rove Beige are used, seal surfaces 
with a good pigmented oil sealer. 
Before painting wallpaper, rub small 
spot with wet rag. If color comes o(F, 
remove wallpaper. Smart Texture Effects 
May Be Obtained with Textoru. 

Mixing 

Use two quarts water (about 70° D 
to one gallon paste. Add about J g of 
total water first and stir to even con- 
sistency. Add balance of water gradu- 
ally, stirring continually. Slightly more 
water may be required under certain 
atmospheric or surface conditions. If 
not used at once, keep mix tightly 
covered. Never mix in wooden bucket. 

Application 

Use wide brush, roller or spray gun. 
Paint ceilings first. Then start at one 
corner of wall but do not stop in the 
middle. Always carry full brush of 
paint . . . flow it on with brush. Paint 
in semi-circular sweep . . . always 
work to a wet edge. To remove paint 
drippings, soak them first, then wipe up.
